them 1,000 feet o f ho se. When they reached 
the spo t, altho ugh o nly half an ho ur had 
elapsed fro m the first alarm, the fire had ex­ 
tended to three o r fo ur o ther wareho uses, all 
o f which were burhing fiercely.

no rtheast wind was blo wing and fanned the 
flames, which leaped fro m ho use to ho use in a 
manner that sho wed the co nflagratio n was 
likely to be o ne o f the mo st serio us with 
which the fire brigade ever had to co pe. 
Nearly every available engine was o rdered up, 
to gether with the American extensio n ladders 
and telesco pic fire escapes, to enable the fire­ 
men to play upo n the flames fro m great alti­ 
tudes. 
A wo nderful struggle ensued, in which fo r 
three ho urs the firemen waged a stern fight 
with the flames. 
The heat was tremendo us 
and rendered the wo rk o f the firemen mo st 
difficult. 
The fire spread to the backs o f the 
wareho uses, which fo rmed the semi-circular 
sweep aro und the co rner o f Clerkenwell ro ad, 
and quickly burned thro ugh to the fro nts.

New York Telegram . 
Nevor-failing springs of clear. cold water 
are numerous among th e h ills th at fonn a 
picturesque background for th e little village 
of Cold Springs Harbor, L. 1. 
Its 800 in­ 
h abitants are only th irlv-two miles from New 
York by th e Long Island railroad. Freigh t 
rates atv low, yet th e villagers persist in drink­ 
ing th e water in large quantities, and seem to 
th rive just an well as th ough th ey irrigated 
th eir th roats with someth ing stronger. Be­ 
cause of its nearness to th ese same springs, 
it was selected by th e state as th e site of a fish 
h atch ery. Th e h atch ery occupies with its 
ponds- and h atch ing h ouse several acres of 
land owned by Joh n D. Jones, president of 
th e 
Vt lantic 
Mutual Insurance company. 
Th e state h as a ten years’ lease of it and 
doesn’t h ave to pay a cent of rent. 
Oysters 
arc being brough t up by h and at th e h arbor 
now, and th e h onor th at th e accomplish ment 
is sh owering on th e town is resulting in th e 
drinking of more spring water th an ever. 
Th e New Vork legislature of 1884 h ad an 
©ye in it, and it saw in th e near future th at 
Boston stews and crumb fries, unless th ings 
ch anged, would only be enjoyed by such men 
as Jacob Sh arp, Jay Gould and Wm. H. Van­ 
derbilt. Th is wasn’t a prospect to be h appily 
contemplated, and so th e legislature at once 
voted to appropriate $ 5,000 of th e state’s 
money to be used in ascertaining th e causes 
leading to th e decrease of oysters in th e 
waters of th e state, th e extent th ereof, and 
wh erein th e remedy lay. 
Commissioner of 
Fish eries E. (x. Blackford, of th is city, h as 
h ad and still h as th e investigation in ch arge. 
In h is report of Feb. 26, .1885, h e was una­ 
ble to record entirely successful results from 
experiments of artificial propagation of th e 
oyster made at th e h atch ery by Professor H. 
J. Bice during July, August and September of 
last year, alth ough very important facts about 
th e luscious bivalve were discovered, and 
some protective legislation recommended. 
In June last Mr. Fred Math er, superinten­ 
dent of th e h atch ery, resumed th e experiment 
wh ere Professor Rice left oft. 
Th e general 
procedure was th e same. It varied only 
detail. 
"Oystermen,” Mr. Math er said in explain­ 
ing h is proceedings to a reporter of th e Daily 
Telegraph last nigh t, “brough t me several 
bush els of spawners. 
Th ey were opened 
anti th ose th at appeared in a ripe condition 
were separated from th e oth ers. Afterwards 
th eir mantles and gills were removed. 
Th en 
a sligh t pressure applied by th e back of a 
knife caused th e milt of th e male and th e 
eggs of th e female to exude. Th ese com­ 
bined in milk pans of fresh sea water, h ateh 
and swam in a few h ours. 
Some were 
Íilaced in a wooden tank twelve feet long, six 
eet wide and th ree feet deep, wh ich was sup­ 
plied by sea water from th e h arbor constantly 
being pumped th rough 8W inch 
rubber 
tubes. 
Oth ers were transferred to a salt 
water pond 250x150 feet in size. Th is re 
ceives fresh sea water th rough a flood gate 
twice a day at h igh tide. It is pumped from 
continually and th erefore gets an almost 
complete eh ange of water by th e tides com­ 
ing in. 
“Th e spat, as th e young oyster is called, as 
soon as it was in a condition to adh ere to its 
permanent dwelling place, was caugh t on 
clean sh ells th at were suspended on cords 
stretch ed across th e tank, and from stakes 
set about twenty feet apart in th e pond. Some, 
clung to th e clean gravel scattered about th e 
bottom of th e tank and pond. By th e last 
of September both sh ells and gravel were 
covered with young oysters th e size of a dime. 
Th ese about th e middle of August were bare­ 
ly visible to th e naked eye. and presented th e 
appearance of minute specks, h ardly distin­ 
guish able from jingles, deckers and oth er 
worth less bivalves. 
“It will take from two to th ree years for 
th ese infant oysters to become of marketable 
size, if left undisturbed, but th e}' are large 
enough now to th orough ly demonstrate th e 
practicability of th e artificial propogation of 
th e oyster; and th e expense of th e experi­ 
ments I h ave made tints far will not cost, all 
told, $ 50 0 .” 
Commissioner Blackford h ad on h is flood- 
tide boots yesterday as h e stalked around 
among th e turtles and lobsters, h alibut and 
salmon, in h is big fish store in Fulton market. 
“Ch esapeake bay oystermen," h e said, “h ad 
become frigh tened at th e decline in th eir 
beds, and th is fact, wKL th e knowledge of 
th e gradual inroads upon beds elsewh ere, h ad 
caused th e United States fish commissioner 
to consider wh at migh t be done in th e 
way of 
a 
remedy. 
Th e 
New 
York 
state 
fish 
commission 
sough t 
to 
devise some simple and easy meth od for arti­ 
ficial propagation th at oyster planters migh t 
employ at an inconsiderable cost, instead of 
h aving to go to Connecticut and Virginia and 
pay 50 to 75 cents per 100 for seed oysters. 
By th e expenditure of $ 100 auy oyster plant­ 
er may now obtain a plant, wh ich , with a lit­ 
tle time given to th e details of propagation, 
will yield each year from 500 to 1,000 bush ­ 
els of seed oysters. All th at is needed is a 
tank or pond to contain a constant supply of 
fresh salt water. 
“Our experiments in artificial culture last 
year were not successful because of a too 
h igh temperature of th e water. Th is season 
th e sun was partly kept from th e water dur­ 
ing th e h eat of th e day. Th e result was more 
satisfactory. 
“I sh ould not recommend to th e legislature 
th e breeding of oysters by state fish eries to 
supply th e waters of th e state th at oystermen 
h ave depleted. It would, in my opinion, be 
impracticable, as well as an unwarranted bur­ 
ilen upon tax-pavers. Wh at I sh all urge is 
th a t our experiments may be continued, so 
th a t we may be able to furnish to such oyster­ 
men as desire it complete information about 
th is artificial propagation.

exclaimed an old-time gambler in 
one of th e up-town restaurants to th e Tele­ 
gram correspondent, “times are not wh at th ey 
used to be, alth ough th ere is occasionally a 
good stroke of work done in Wash ington 
h ere and th ere. Fifteen years ago everybody 
h ad plenty of money, and th en th e poker 
play mg ran h igh . Do I remember anyth ing 
about th e playing of congressmen? Well, I 
sh ould say I did. I will tell you one wh ich 
is still spoken of and joked about by th e gam­ 
blers h ere. About six years ago th ere was a 
certain western congressman wh o was one of 
th e best j>oker players I ever met. He was a 
‘sh ort card’ player. ” 
“Wh at is a ‘sh ort card’ player?” 
“ Well, it is a player wh o ch eats. Is th at 
plain enough ? To resume, th is congress­ 
man, wh o is now th e adjutant-general of h is 
state, was approach ed one day by a crony 
named Hoover.

Hoover ap­ 
proach ed th e congressman and told h im th at 
h e h ad run across a stranger from Cincinnati 
wh o h ad no end of money and wh o was seiz­ 
ed with an overpowering desire to [» lav poker. 
‘Of course,’ added Hooker, ‘h e will not play 
with me because h e h as been in my place and 
knows th at I am a professional gambler. 
Now, I propose to introduce h im to you. I 
will sit beh ind h im and tap h is h and so th at 
a* th e end of th e game h e won’t h ave a cent.’ 
“Wh at is tapping a h and?” 
I will explain. 
Wh en a confederate sits 
beh ind th e victim, looks over h is sh oulder 
and signals to h is partner th e cards are out 
against h im, th en h e does as th e gamblers 
say ‘taps a h and.’ ” 
“Mr. Congressman was fairly crazy to get 
into th e game. Th at nigh t Hoover intro­ 
duced th is stranger to th e congressman. A 
social game of poker was proposed and both 
sat down. 
Th ere was no limit to th e game. 
Th ey played and played, but someh ow Hoov­ 
er’s 
signals failed 
to connect. 
At th e 
end of th e game th e congressman was a trifle 
over $ 5,000 out of pocket. Th e stranger 
turned out to be a professional gambler from 
Cincinnati wh o h ad been brough t on to 
A\ ash iugton for th e very purpose of swindlng 
th e congressman. Of course h e kicked a 
good deal, but wh at could h e do about it? He 
h ad gone into th e game with th e deliberate in­ 
tention of swindling h is opponent and h ad 
been victimized by h is own tricks. Now, th at 
was one instance. Sometimes th e profession­ 
al gambler moves in th e very best circles of 
society, so to speak. I can tell you someth ing 
th at h as never before appeared in print, but it 
is th e living truth . 
Two years ago one

A 
native of Canton Fribourg, h e took a promi­ 
nent part in th e insurrection wh ich broke out 
in th at canton immediately after th e conclu­ 
sion of th e Sonderbund war. 
Th e rising, 
h owever, was promptly suppressed, and Cas- 
tolla, falling into th e bauds of th e Radical 
government of th e day, was lodged in th e 
prison of Bulle and treated with th e greatest 
rigor. But after a few days’ confinement h e 
succeeded in making h is escape, and reach ed 
Divonne, in th e French department of Ain. 
near th e Genevan frontier, wh ere h e met 
Bish op Marilley, of Fribourg, wh o h ad been 
banish ed from h is diocese by th e Swiss Radi­ 
cal government, wh ich Castella h ad tried to 
overrun.
